The references U and 
V cited on the PTO FORM 892 are two abstracts provided by Applicant to show B-cell-growth 
can be inhibited by anti-BAFF ligand antibody. Refrence W, is also provided by applicant to 
demonstrate that treatment with anti-BAFF antibody is expected to reduce total Ig and 
autoantibody production.
